The main aim and function of Punjabi Literary Studies 
Department is to work for the development of Punjabi Literature 
and Language by providing a scholastic vision of Punjabi Literature 
through it's prestigious research work. The prime concern of this

This volume is being broughtout in the series of publications by 
Punjabi University to commemorate Four Hundredth Parkash 
Utsav celebration of Gurii Granth Sahib. It aims to compile a 
bibliography of Punjabi manuscripts of Guru Granth Sahiband various 
anthologies from the holy book and attempts to inform scholars and 
researchers, who are not well conversant with Punjabi language, 
the rich store of literature available in the form of manuscripts in 
Gurmukhl script. 

Textual study of the sikh scripture lies embodied only in 15 th 
to 1 8th century, Punjabi manuscript literature as Sikh Gurus recorded 
their spiritual experiences and teachings in Punjabi language. 
Keeping in viewthe resumed interest by scholars around the world

in the study of the origin and making of Sri Guru Granth Sahib, 
there is urgent need to bring to the notice of scholars engaged in 
objective and subjective study of Sri Guru Granth Sahib; the vast 
source material on the subject lying in various libraries. 

The bibliography by and large consists of manuscripts dealing 
with full text of Guru Granth Sahib, JapujT and its commentry, 
Rahiras, Panj GranthI, Asa dl var, SukhmanT Sahib and various 
other anthologies of the holy sikh scripture available in university 
libraries and other libraries. 

The book has got three chapters. Chapter 1 provides detailed 
account of manuscripts of Sri Guru Granth Sahib. Chapter 2 includes 
manuscripts relating to JapujT Sahib and commentary on JapujT Sahib 
by various authors. Chapter 3 includes anthology of hymns from 
Guru Granth Sahib such as Pahj GranthI, GurbanI Saiigrahi, Rahiras, 
Asa d! var, SukhmanT etc. Related entries have been arranged in 
alphabetical order of titles under various headings and subheadings 
in respective chapters. 

It would be pertinent to mention here that the names of titles 
of entries have been adopted as available in the records of the 
respective libraries for correct location. Use of titles such as Adi 
Granth, Adi Guru Granth Sahib JT and Adi Sri Guru Granth Jletc, 
ascribed to various Birs of Sri Guru Granth Sahib should be 
considered in this context. 

Each entry has got numerous information such as : 

• Title (as available in manuscripts), name of author, 
compiler, size of manuscript, size of the writing, period 
of writing (if mentioned) and name of scribe (if 
mentioned). 

• Details such as number of folios, information about 
margin, colophon, rubrics, general condition of manuscript 
and binding etc. 

• Information about other GurbanI and non GurbanI 
manuscripts included in the same binding has been 
highlighted. 
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• For identification of a particular manuscript, beginning 
and concluding lines of the text have been written in 
transliterated form; and, 

• Accession Number of manuscript in that library is given 
for location in the end of each entry. 

For collection of details of manuscripts on Guru Granth Sahib 
and its various anthologies, the compiler visited GuruNanakDev 
University Library, Amritsar; Punjab University Library, Chandigarh; 
Government Museum and Art Gallery, Chandigarh; Punjabi 
University Library, Patiala; Central State Library, Patiala and Bhasha 
Vibhag Library, Patiala. 

To make it exhaustive some bibliographies such as 'Punjabi 
Hathlikhtan dl SuchT' by Jit Singh SItal, 'A Catalogue of Punjabi 
and Uidu manuscripts in the Sikh History Research Department 
uptillMarch31, 1963' byKirpal Singh. 'A Bibliography of Pan jab' 
by Dr. Ganda Singh, 'Catalogue of the Punjabi and SindhI 
Maauscripts in the India Office Library', compiled by C. Shakle 
anc various other works such as 'Babe Mohan dlan Pothian' by 
Gursharan Kaur Jaggi and 'Ahiapur Wall PothI' by Prof. Pritam 
Singh, to name a few have been consulted by the author. 

For transliteration of Punjabi words into the Roman script a 
table of letters of Punjabi Language is provided in the beginning of 
the text. A 1 ist of abbreviations used in the text has also been provided 
in the end. 

A useful index covering names of authors, commentators, scribe 
and significant aspects relating to the subject has been provided in 
the preliminary pages. 

Dr. Jasmer Singh, presently working as senior-most Deputy 
Librarian at Punjabi University, Patiala is a prolific writer and has 
four books and various articles to his credit. He has compiled various 
topical bibliographies and as such has long experience of compiling 
a bibliography. He has worked hard for successful completion of 
this project. 
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I am thankful to Dr. Jodh Singh, Professor of Sikhism and 
presently Editor-in-chief, Encyclopaedia of Sikhism, Punjabi 
University, Patialaforhis scholarly advice. I am equally bell) lden 
to Dr. Darshan Singh, Professor of Sikhism and Head, Publication 
Bureau of Punjabi University, Patiala for having taken personal 
interest in the publication of this volume.

The manuscript has 59 1 folios; 26 lines perpage; in Gurmukhl, 
dated chet bad! 1795 Bk (AD 1738). 

The colophon on folio 1 a gives the date of completion and the 
position of the copy in order from the original. It reads as, 
"SambatII1795 mitlchetbadlljapu Guru Ram Dasjio kiadaskhat 
ka nakalu nakal ka nakal." 

There is no separate table of ragas. The detailed table of 
contents (Folios 1 -30) is followed by the table of dates of passing 
away of first nine Gurus, but omits the name of baba Gurditta. The 
text resembles Banno Version. 

Beginning — (After 30 folios of tables of contents etc.) text of 
manuscript begins with mul maritar"lkoankarsatinam karta purkhu 
nirbhau nirvair akal muiti ajuni saibhah gurprasadi 1 1 Japu II.) 

End — Text of the manuscript ends with the recipe for preparing 
the ink.

The colophon (folio lb gives the date of completion and position 
of the copy in order from the original "Sambatu 1814 miff magh 
bad! 1 ekapahiladin magh ke garabjilikhiajap Guru Ram Das jio 
kia daskhat ka nakalu tha tis ka naklu nakal ka nakalu." 

The table of contents do not provide page references. Dates 
of deaths of first nine Gurus are given. The manuscript is neatly 
written with few corrections, and appears to be in a single hand 
throughout. 

Beginning — (After leaving pages of contents and several blank 
pages the text of the scripture begins at folio 4 lb) "Ik oahkarsatinam 
karta purkhu nirbhau nirvair akal murti ajunl saibhan gur prasadi II 
Japu IT 

End — The text is banno version concluding with the recipe for 
making ink (i.e. Sialubanane kl vidhi).

Colophon at folio la gives the date of completion as "1 82 1 II 
miti maghar sudi 2". 
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It also gives the position of the copy in order from the original, 
the reference to the authenticating signature of the Guru being, as 
elsewhere, simply a copiedFormula : "Nisanu Guru jl ke daskahat 
mahalajapu Guru Ram Das ji ke nakal ka nakalu thatis ka nakalu 
II" 

The table of contents (folio 1-36) conclude with the usual list 
of Gurus' dates of death, which here also includes that of tenth 
GuruGobind Singh. 

The text is a banno version. Rubrics have been written in red 
on folios 783a-871a. 

Beginning — (After 36 folios of table of contents) "Ik oankar 
satinam karta purkhu II Japu II" 

End — Like other banno versions concludes with the ink recipe i.e. 
"Siahi banane kl vidhl".

The writing is rather large and untidy, and the edges of folios are 
damaged.

begins with mul mantar "Ik oankar satinam kartapurkh II Japu 

II." 

End — Like other banno texts, concludes with the ink recipe i.e. 
"Siahi banane kl vidhl".

The scripture has 727 (24+703) folios; 22 lines per page; writing 
large and clear in Gurmukhl; bound and in good condition; folios 1 b- 
2a of the text being provided with illuminated margins and written 
in bold hands with yellow margin. 

The table of contents, 24 folios, are followed by two blank 
folios, having 8 bhoga marks; the customary list of Gurus omitted. 
The colophon (folio lb) claims that this is an immediate copy from 
the original (nakal ka nakal) and gives the date of completion : 
"Sammatu 1 905 I mitl baisakh dl 1 5 nu daskahat Ram Migi". 

The text seems to be banno version, but differs slightly from 
MS.Panj. C5 available in India office library. Shlok mahala 9 is 
placed before mundavanl, and ink recipe in the end being omitted. 
The text is followed by five blank leaves at the end, bearing 3 bhoga 
marks. 

A note pasted inside the cover states-"sent to the imperial 
exhibition at Paris for works of Art and Industry by the Punjab 
Committee at Lahore".

The scripture has 733 (39+694) folios; 21 lines per page; in 
Gurmukhl; folios lb-2a of the manuscript are written in alternate 
lines of golden and black ink, with finely illuminated margins; coloured 
margins throughout. 
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According to Gurbax Singh, this manuscript was presented by 
Sodhi Singh ji (Guru of the gaddi at kartarpur) to queen Victoria in 
1859. The Manuscript itself lacks a colophon and is undated. 

It is infact, however, an example of the now standard Damdama 
Version, including the hymns of ninth Guru in the usual places. The 
additional material found in Banno Version such as ink recipe and 
dates of deaths of Gurus is not included.

The 
contents are followed by a list of dates of the deaths of first nine 
Gurus and Baba Gurditta the eldest son of the sixth Guru; the text 
includes hymns of Guru Tegh Bahadur. 

At the end of Ragmala hymn of Mlra Bal beginning with the 
words "manhamarabadhio — "is given. It follows full textofhymn 
ofGuruArjan in "Rag Ramkali beginning with words "Ranjhujhnara 
Gao sakhi — " and hymn of Surdas in Rag Sararig beginning with 
the words "Hari ke Sang bas hari " 

Beginning — (After 32 folios of Tables of contents the text of 
scripture begins with mul maritar) "IK oankar satinam kartapurkhu 
nirbhau nirvair akal murti ajuni saibhan gur prasadi || Japu ||" 

End — (On folio 697) a poem entitled "Hakikat Rah mukam raje 
Shivenabh Id" is given. 

At the end of the volume recipe for the preparation of ink 
"SiahT banane kl bidhF' is given.

The scripture has 776 folios, comprising 40 folios of tables of 
contents etc and 736 of sacred hymns; 25 lines per page; SialkoG 
fine paper; legible writing; accurate but few mistakes corrected at 
places; some torn folios repaired; condition fine with an equally fine 
binding; beautiful coloured margin with thin lines. 

It is significant to note that folio 649 has got a verse of Surdas 
in Rag Sarang"Chhadi man Hari bimukhan ko sang ..." which has 
been completed with another subtle pen. Similarly a verse of Mini 
Bai in RagMaru "Manu hamaro badhio mai kaval nain ...."figures 
on folio 580 and another verse under the title Ramkall Mahala 5 
"Ran jhujhnara gau sakhi...." is written on folios 497-98. 

The scripture bears seal of SrTGuru Gobind Singh ji and dates 
of death of Sikh Gurus on folio 4 surrounded by 2 blank folios each 
after tables of contents folios appended in the beginning. 

Beginning— (After folios depicting table of contents, dates of death 
of Sikh Gurus and seal of Guru Gobind Singh ji, the text begins on 
folio 1 ) "Ik oarikar satinam karta purkhu nirbhau nirvair akal murti 
ajuni saibhan gur prasadi || Japu ||". 

End — The text of the scripture end on folio 734 with the verse) 
"Bandh sakhasabh taji gae, dio nakahu sath | kahu Nanak ih bipat 
mahi, ek oat Raghu Nath || 56 ||" 

Beyond this Rag Ramkall Ratanmala mahala 1 (folios 734- 
35), Haklkat rah mukam Raje Shiv Nabh kl (735-736), Ragmala 
and recipe for making ink are written.

binding of strawboard and leather which is repaired; margin on 
both sides with 2 red lines each with ablack line in between; written 
on margin at places; ragmala given at the end.

The manuscript has 1 267 folios; 1 9 lines per page; folio number 
67 vacant; loose folios wrapped in a cloth by putting straw board 
sheets in the beginning and end; written with black ink; folios brittle 
and need lamination; scripture in the form of book; instead of a 
master table of contents, a separate index of hymns has been 
appended at the outset of each raga; Opening four folios profusly 
decorated with golden artwork; finely illuminated octagonal circle 
(astakari Chakkar) on the second folio reflecting geomatric art 
motifs; introductory note written in the beginning of the manuscript 
claims that "there is benedictory autograph written in Guru 
Hargobind's blessed hand on the fourth leaf and a hymn supposed 
to be written by Baba Budaha jl on third folio; writing of book 
seems very old; The symbol 'dot' (.) has been used instead of 
kanna (|) throughout the text. 

The scripture does not include hymns of 9th Guru as well as 
those of BabaFarld and Kablr. Ragmala also not given in the end. 

A photocopy of this manuscript is preserved at Anant Education 
and Rural Development foundation, Inc 914, waxon way grandledge, 
Michigon, USA.

Details 

Common external features of two known Goindwal PothTs- 
Presently Pothl-] known as Ahiyapur pothl and PothI-2 known as 
Pinjore Pothl have uniform dimensions of 24x35 Cm each. Both 
Pothls have 13 lines per page and 13 words a line. While the 
Ahiyapur Pothl (Pothl 1) contains 3 00 folios, the Pinjore Pothl (Pothl 
2) comprises 224 folios. Both the Pothls carry two separate sets of 
folio numbers. Originally the folio numbers have been inscribed in 
the middle at the top, but later on another set of folio number has 
been recorded outside the margin at the top right corner. 

Blank folios left at different places in both the Pothls. First 
two pages have beautiful art work. Both the pothls have double 
wide margin on all sides; margin marked by 5 lines-two red lines in 
the outer, two black lines on the inner and one thick orange line in 
between them; The empty spaces of some of the opening folios of 
both the "Pothls" have been decorated with geomatric and floral 
patterns; both the pothls have been recorded in the hand of primary 
scribe, yet examples of another hand are also available; even landa 
script has been used to record the hymns at some places; thick 
Kashmiri paper; black ink; margin cautiously repaired at places. 

Though, the raga pattern has been adopted to record the hymns, 
yet the sequence of ragas is quite different from that of the Adi 
Granth. While Ahiyapur Pothl (Pothl 1) has 8 ragas, namely Suhl, 
Parbhati, Dhanasarl, Basant, Tilang, Bhairo, Maru and Kedara, 
The "Pinjore Pothl" comprises the Ramkall, Sorathi, Sarang and 
Malar modes. The arrangement of hymns within raga does not 
conform to the Adi Granth pattern. At the outset of a raga, the Mul 
Mantra has been recorded but its version is quite different from 
that of the Adi Granth. 
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It includes hymns of Guru Nanak, Guru Amar Das, Sri Kabir, 
Sri Nam Dev, Sri Ravi Das and Sri Bhlkhan. 

Compilation of verses in Goindwal Pothls seems to be based 
on the following three sources: 

(a) Book (PothI) handed over by Guru Nanak to Guru Ahgad 
Dev which was further received by Guru Amardas, the third 
Guru and father of Baba Mohan at the time of his ascendance 
as third Sikh Guru; 

(b) Verses of Bhagats and Saints Collected by Sikh followers, 
and, 

(c) Verses memorized by Rababls. 

Two known Goindwal Pothls have also been identified as Babe 
Mohan wall PothIan,as the same remained with him at Goindwal . 
These were later on also identified as "Baba Sahahsr Ram wall 
PothIan",as he had scribed these pothls. Later on PothI 1 remained 
with the family of Bawa Dalip Chand at Ahiyapur for nearly half 
century and finally moved to Jallandhar with the family. PothI 2 
was located at 'Hot!', but during partition in 1947 Baba Bhagat 
Singh brought it to Patiala and he later took it to Pinjore, Presently 
PothI 2 is known as Pinjore wall PothI.

Details 

The scripture has 760 folios, begins with 3 blank folios followed 
by 14 folios of table of contents, a reference in the index to the 
autograph of the Guru without specifying the name of Guru, which 
shows Gurditta was not able to receive the autograph of Guru Har 
Rae; a piece of paper containing the Mul Mahtar written by Guru 
Tegh Bahadur is pasted with decorated borders in folio 1 9a; the list 
of dates of demise of first six Gurus is given on folio 14b, which 
clearly indicates that the manuscript was definetly scribed during 
the period of 7th Guru; conventional entry in the index states that 
present copy is fourth in order from original; 24 lines per page; 
margin on all sides with two black lines on few pages followed by a 
margin of 2 black and one thick red line on all sides on the rest of 
the folios; writingvery old; indigenous paper repaired on margins at 
many places; loose cardboard-cloth binding; looks in bad condition, 
however preserved carefully by Saht Baba Prltam Singh jl. 

The scripture does not include text of "So Purakh" and hymns 
of 9th Guru. Folio 478a has got hymn of Guru Arjan in RamkalT 
raga. MM Bal's hymn in Maru Raga is found on folio 581a and 
there is only one line of Surdas's hymn on folio 665b which is 
followed by Guru Arjan's comments on Surdas. 

The MundavanI and the final shlok are on folio 756b, which 
are followed by apocryphal texts in folios 756a-758a in a different 
sequence-(a) three shloks attributed to Guru Nanak (b) 22 extra- 
canonical shloks, (c) Haklkat Rah Mukam, and (d) Ratanmala. The 
index entry shows title of shlokas in (b) above as "GostI Malar nal 
hoi", whereas the mention of "Hakikat Rah Mukam" in index is 
totally omitted which indicates the same was added much later in 
the text. 

Beginning — (After 23 folios of table of contents etc, the text begins

The task of preparing 
this bir was conducted under the supervision of Sahib baba Dayal jl 
Nirankarl. This bir has religious and historical importance in the 
history of Sikh scripture as Baba Dayal JI was a contemporary of 
Maharaja Ranjit Singh. 

The bir is a copy of Bhal Banno ValT bir with some variations 
and corrections. Rag Asa has been recorded with a brief mangal. 
Asa DI Var with saloks has the authorship of Mahala 1 . In Rag 
Dhanasari, the ChaupaT (a stanza of four lines/quartez)-Nadari kare 
tan simriya jae has been attributed to Mahala 1. In RagMaru, the 
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pada of Ravidas — Sukh sagar surtar chintamanl has been repeated, 
another pada of Surdas in Rag Sarang-Chhad man Har (i) be 
mukhan kao Sang... is recorded in complete form. Kabir's 
composition Udho so jogT Guru mere has been recorded in a single 
line only. But Mini's pada in Rag Marii-man hamara badhio mal... 
has been recorded in complete form. In Rag Maru, the first Salok 
has been attributed to Mahala 1, Sri Guru Nanak Dev JT, In Rag 
Basaiit, the hymns-bastar uattar digambar hog..., and Sahib bhave 
sewak sewakare.. has been recorded as the compositions of Mahala 
1 . In Rag kanra, there is variation in recording the number of ghars 
(tunes) alongwith Mahgals.

The folio number 
la has been left blank. The attractive feature of this bir is that folio 
number lb and folio number 2a are beautifully embellished with 
floral and ornamental borders painted in saffron and blue colours. 
Golden colour has also been used before writing the mangal. Be 
oankar has been written in golden hue. The margin is a beautiful 
specimen of Iranian style of painting and decorating manuscr ipts. 
These decorated folios contain the text of the 'Jap' (u) upto 5 pauris. 
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The text of each raga is recorded after a Mangal with text of 
Mul Mantras. There are various beautiful floral borders drawn 
on various folios containing barn in different ragas. The folio 
number given on the top of margin at the right hand side of the 
manuscript. 

This bur is a big sized Granth written on hand made SialkotI 
paper of a very fine quality. The calligraphy and setting of the text 
is fine. There are no margins drawn in this bur but the text has been 
recorded in a rectangle block with two borders. The outer border is 
drawn in blue and safforn colour inks. The inner border is drawn 
with five lines in blue and safforn colours. This blr starts with Mul 
Mantar in full form. The Such! PothT ka tatkara ragan ka (the index 
of the Ragas and contents of the blr and content's pages) has been 
recorded as a preamble to this manuscript. The tatkara ragan ka is 
a descriptive index of the hymns recorded in this blr along with the 
name of the ragas, first line of the hymns and their authorship. The 
tatkara starts with Sri Rag.

This bir has 826 folios; thick SialkotI paper; paper physically 
damaged; acidic in nature; foreign material and water stained at 
places; fine leather-Rexien binding; condition good; 19 lines per 
page; folio number given on the right-hand side of the bLr. 

The index-Such! patri PothT ka Tatkara has been recorded as 
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a preamble. It bears nisan of Guru JTo ka and daskhat (signatures) 
of Patsahi Mahala 4, Sri Guru Ram Das JT. The first part of the 
index contains a brief account of some banls recorded in this bir. It 
contains Panch sabads of 'Sodar', pahj sabads of Sohila-ArtT and 
pahj sabads of Sri Rag Mahala 1. There is a variation in noting the 
tatkara as we find in the first part of the index. The part two of the 
Tatkara records a descriptive account of the Ragas with it's related 
banl, authorship, first line of the hymn and folio number of the bir 
respectively. This tatkara is very accurate and helpful for locating 
the text compiled in this bir. The folios are marked by the margins 
on both sides with black and red inks. 

The style of recording the Ragas, Mangals and text 
corroborates with the system followed in the present published birs 
of Sri Guru Granth Sahib. However, the bir is not entitled as Granth 
or Sri Guru Granth Sahib. At certain places the sign of simple dot 
has been written instead of 'kanna'. The date of completion of the 
bir has been given in the end of the Tatkara as well as in the 
concluding folio of this bir. The index has also been given folio 
number. It runs into 29 folios. The descriptive index of the Ragas 
starts with Sri Rag and all other Ragas have been recorded in their 
respective places. The tatkara has been recorded in three columns. 
There is no extra ban! recorded in this bir. It seems to be a copy of 
DamdamI Bir written during the time of Maharaja Ran jit Singh. 
The name of the scribe has not been given. The ban! of the Gurus, 
Bhagats and Bhatts has been placed at their relevant places. 

The sawayyas of the Bhatts related to Mahala 2, Sri Guru 
Angad Dev JT have been recorded as Sawayye Kalh tatha hornake. 
The last sawayy a (number 1 0) is attributed to Bhatt Talh Slok Varan 
te vadhlk. MundavanI, Rag Mala etc have been placed at relevant 
places. The siahl kl bidhl has been given in the end (folio 825a). 

The verses of Mahala 9, Sri Guru Tegh Bhadur JI have been 
recorded but one salok-bal hoabandhanchhute has been attributed 
to Mahala 1 0, Sri Guru Gobind Singh JI. The hymn of Mahala 5 in 
Rag Ramkall-run Jhunjhanra gao sakhl has been recorded but only 
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first two lines are given (folio 531 /a). The pada of Surdas in Rag 
Sarang-chhad man Har (i) bai mukhan ko sang has been recorded 
in full form (folio 728/a). The hymn of MM Bai in Rag Maru-man 
hamara badhhio mai is not included in this blr. Dr. Man Singh 
Nirankari has donated this blr to the Museum.

This manuscript has 404 folios; Kashmiri paper of good quality, 
physically damaged, acidic and having water stains at places; 30 
lines per page; good binding of cloth-strawboard; margin on both 
sides having 2 black lines with one saffron line in between; writing 
beautiful and uniform. 

The unique feature of this blr is that the folio number has been 
given on the top of the margin at the left hand side of the manuscript. 
The descriptive tatkara of the blr is very helpful in locating the 
hymns recorded in this blr as the first-line of the Sabads and its 
authorship are also recorded in the index against which the number 
of folios is recorded. But this method has not been followed in 
recording the index of the ban! of the Bhagtas. The index is 
comprised of 24 folios. The 'Jap (u)' compiled in this blr is the sixth 
copy of the original manuscript having been authenticated with the 
signatures of Sri Guru Ram Das JI,the fourth Guru of the Sikhs. 

The Saloks of Sri Guru Tegh Bahadur JI are recorded in this 
blr at different places. There are some deletions and omissions in 
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recording the ban! of the Gurusand bhagtas in this blr. For example 
the text of Rag Gauri, Rag Asa, Rag Gujari, Rag Devgandhari, 
Rag Sorath, Rag Dhanasari, Rag Jaitsiri, Rag Gaura, Rag Ramkall, 
Rag Mara, Rag Bhairo, Rag Basant, Rag Sarang, Rag Malhar 
etc.; are clear examples of the text variations. The Sabads of Rahiras 
(evening prayer of the Sikhs) denoting so purukh are not recorded 
in this blr. Rag Jai Jai Vanfi has been placed after Rag Jaitsri. 

There are some variations in recording the numeals also, for 
example the banl reecorded in Rag Jaitsri and Rag Bhairon start 
with a brief Mangal. The famous hymn of Sri Guru Arjan Dev Ji 
(Mahala 5)-run Jhun jhanra gao Sakhi... in Rag Ramkall is present 
in this blr. The Bhog (conclusion/end) of the Granth is concluded 
after the Salok of Varan te Vadhlk. A verse of Bhagat Surdas- 
chhadi man Har (i) bai mukhan ko sang... is not included in this blr. 
The ban! in Rag Kanara is not recorded with the ghar and mangal. 
The Sawayyas of the Bhatts relating to Mahala 2, Sri Guru Angad 
Dev JI, are attributed to Bhatt Talh (kaho Talh....). The manuscript 
concludes with the text of Varan te vadhlk, Ratan Mala, Haqlqat 
Rah Mukam Raje Shivnabh kl and Ragmala. The Museum has 
received this manuscript from Dr. Man Singh Nirankari.

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straw board binding; in good condition; colophone provides date of 
writing on the last folio 897a as Samvat 1881; written in Kashmir; 
has double rectangular margins. 

The inner rectangular block is drawn in six lines in blue and 
saffron colours. The outer rectangle is drawn in single line in saffron 
colour. The folio number is given on the top of the space in between 
the two rectangles on the right hand side of the manuscript. The 
text of the bir starts with Mul Mantra in full form. Then tatkara 
Granth Sahib JT ka (index of the contents of Granth Sahib Ji) is 
written. It is followed by such! pat (patar). The text starts with 
Jap(u) nisan. It authenticates this bir as a copy of some earlier blr 
bearing signatures (nisan) daskhat of the Guru (Sff Guru Ram Das 
JI, the fourth Guru of the Sikhs). The index is noted on the folios in 
two columns. The folio number is noted on the left side of the bir 
and then hymns and authorship are noted in a parallel line. The 
word panna (page) has been used for the folio. 

The index is given as preamble to this bir in two forms. The 
first one is a brief list of 3 1 ragas and ban! of the Gurus, Bhagats, 
sufi saints and Bhatts. Then follows the descriptive index. Folios 
number 1 and 2 of the manuscript are beautifully embellished with 
ornamental design as border lines. Blue, green, red and golden 
colours have been used in the painting of these borders. There are 
four borders of different types. The bir opens with Mul Mantra 
written in golden hue. This pattern is followed upto the text of paurl 
I of the ' Japu JT' (folio 2a). The running text of the bir is recorded 
from folio 2b to the end of the manuscript in black ink. 

The pada of Bhagat Surdas in Rag Sarang-chhad man Har (i) 
bai mukhan kau sang (folio 599a) has been written with all the 
hymns. The Pada of Meera Bai in Rag Maru-man hamara badhio 
mai... has been recorded in complete form (folio 711b). The bir 
also contains some extra banl i.e. Ratanmala Mahala 1 (folio 894a), 
Haqlqat Rah Mukam Shivnabh Raje kl (folio 896a), and Ragmala 
(foio 896b). It is evident from the compilation of the extra banl and 
the presence of MM Bai's pada and some hymns attributed to 
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Gurus in this Granth Sahib that this blr is a copy of Bhal Banno 
Wall blr.

22-23 lines per page; margin on both sides with 2 black lines each; 
handwriting not good; rebound and repaired. 

The tatkara of the ragas is given as a preamble to this 
manuscript. The folio number is given on the top of the margin on 
the left hand side. The blr contains some extra matter which has 
been written later on. 

There are variations in the text of this bin The famous chhant 
of Mahala 5 "run jhujhanara gao sakhl..." in Rag RamkalT is 
recorded in full form at (folio 63 8b-639a) and Bhagat bani i s recorded 
in different ragas at the appropriate places. The pada of Bhagat 
siirdas "Har ke sang base har lok..." is recorded in Rag Sarang 
but the first line of the stanza" Chhad man har bimukhan ko sang...." 
is missing. MTra's hymn "Man hamara badhio mal..." is not 
recorded. 

The hymns of Mahala 9 have been recorded in this blr, but 
there is one extra hymn. The last hymn "Bal hoa bandhan chhute..." 
has been attributed to Mahala 10. The Rag mala is given on folio 
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1026. Some extra material including dates of deaths of Sikh Gurus 
have been recorded in end pages. Dr. Man Singh Nirankari has 
donated this bir to the museum.

This is a rare bir comprising 775 folios. It is bound in two 
volumes. Paper indigenous and acidic in nature and damaged at 
places; 23-25 lines a page; handwriting not so fine; straw board- 
rexien binding; Table of contents of each raga are recorded before 
the beginning of the text of hymns in each raga. 

The date of completion of the manuscript is not given but it is 
presumed from folio number 775a, where dates ofdemise-"Chalitar 
Jyoti Jyot samavne ke" of the Sikh Gurus has been recorded. The 
dates of demise of the first nine Gurus are noted by the original 
scribe, but the date of demise of the tenth Guru, Sri Guru Gobind 
Singh JI (Samvat-1765, Katak Sudi 5 (AD. 1 708) is written on 
folio 775a by another scribe. Therefore, it is derived from this 
internal evidence that this Mr was completed during the life of Sri 
Guru Gobind Singh JT. The folio number has been recorded 
scientifically, folio number is given on the right hand side of the 
manuscript. 

The style of Gurmukhi letters is a pointer to it's antiquity. In 
the place of kanna a simple dot has been written in a considerable 
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portion of text of this bir. The presence of dot indicating the phonetics 
of lagan, matra of the Gurmukhl script is a documentary evidence 
of the transitory period of the development of Panjabi language. It 
was during this period that this bir was prepared. The index of 
ragas (tatkara ragan da) is recorded in the beginning without any 
Mafigal. There is no nisan (signatures of Gurus) in this manuscript. 
Bhagat ban! is followed by Rag Mala. In recording Vars (Ballads) 
no mention is made about dhunl (tune), except in Rag Majh dl var. 
The saloks of the Ninth guru, Sri Guru Tegh Bahadur jl are recorded 
(folios 750-751) but the hymn-bal hoa bandhan chhute has been 
attributed to Mahala 10 (Sri Guru Gobind Singh Jt). The Bhog 
(conclusion of the major text of the bir) concludes after recording 
the saloks of Sheikh Farid. Except Ragmala there is no other extra 
banl recorded in this bir. 

After the Ragmala under the title of Sakhl Guru kl Bate some 
stanzas are recorded as a code of conduct/ethical norms for the 
Sikhs. It is noted on folio 774b; " do not grab others' money, do not 
criticise others, do not indulge in gambling, do not take alcohal and 
meat and do not disobey order, (ethical norms and religious 
observances). The bir also recommends some practices for attaining 
the status of Jeevan Mukat. There are variations in the text of this 
bir. There is a slight variation in the text of the 'Jap(u)' also. The 
four sabads of Rag Asa Mahala 4 of so Purukh of Rahiras (evening 
prayerof the Sikhs) are not recorded in this bir. Also the chaupada 
of Sorath Mahala 5 is missing in this manuscript. 

There are some variants also in the ban! recorded in Rag Gaurl, 
Rag Asa, Rag Sorath, Rag Dhanasari, Rag TodT, Rag Malhar, Rag 
Maru, Rag Basaht etc. The usage of signs, symbols and numerals 
used in the scripture of the Sikhs are not accurately recorded in this 
bir. Some hymns of Namdev, Kablr, Surdas etc are missing. The 
famous hymn in Rag Ramkall-run jhunjhanra gao sakhl.. . is present 
in this bir (folio 529a). The pada of MM Bai in Rag Maru-man 
hamarabadhio mal.. is recorded (folio 613b). 'Salok Shahaskritl' 
of Mahala I and Mahala 2 are not recorded in this manuscript. The 
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Sawayyas of Bhatts written in praise of Mahala 2, Sri Guru Angad 
Dev Ji are attributed to Bhat Talh (Folio 755a). 

Beginning — "Ikoankar satinam karta purkhu nirbhau nirvair akal 
murti ajunl saibhan gurprasadi ||Japu||". 

End — Part 2 ends with "Sabhai Puttar ragan ke atharah das bis." 
After this dates of deaths of Sikh Gurus and brief contents table, 
etc given.

different hands. 

The unique feature of this blr is that it does not carry Mul 
Mantra as Mangal (salutation to God) at various places in the ban! 
recorded in this manuscript. Only a brief Mangal in the form of Ik 
Oankar Satguru Prasadi has been scribed before recording every 
ban! in this blr. The index has been given as a preamble to the text 
of this blr. The manuscript has been entitled Granth in the Tatkara 
(index) on folio number I. This Granth has only one tatkara-Tatkara 
Ragan Ka, which is a descriptive index containing successively 
information about the contents of the Ragas along with first line of 
the hymns, authorship and folio number of this blr where the related 
banl has been recorded. The folio number 1 6 is numbered but left 
blank. 

The index is written in three columns on each page. The index 
has been given separate folio numbers. The contents of the index 
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are written in black ink and the margins of the folios have been 
drawn in red ink. Details of each Riga have been written after a 
brief Mangal Ik Oankar Satguru Prasad, which has been uniformly 
followed throughout the manuscript. The text of the blr is recorded 
after the tatkara and separate folio number has been given to the 
main text of this blr. 

The style of writing of the Gurmukhl script of this blr pertains 
to early eighteenth century Gurmukhl calligraphy but the dot has 
not been used in place of the Kanna (diacritic to represent the 
sound 'a') in this manuscript, which was a usual practice at that 
period. The handwriting from Tatkara to the text of the Granth upto 
folio 537a are very different from the handwriting from folio 537b 
to the last folio 590 of this manuscript. The paper is very old and 
this blr requires a lot of repair and preservation. The distinguished 
feature of this blr is that Chalitar Jyoti Jyot Samavne Ke (date of 
demise of the Sikh Gurus) has been recorded in the index on folio 
number 1 5 in the first column. The Chalitar Jyoti Jyot Samavne Ke 
records information uptothe ninth Guru of the Sikhs, Sri Guru Tegh 
Bahadur JT only (Samvat 1732, miti Maghar SudT5, VTrvar. (A.D. 
1675). It is recorded in the first column of the index of this blr at the 
very beginning that this blr is a copyofan earlier PothI dated Samvat 
1 655 (A.D. 1 598), authenticated with the Jap(u) nisana (signature) 
of Guru Ram Das JT, the fourth Guru of the Sikhs. The date of 
completion of the blr is also recorded in the index on its last folio 1 5 
which records that this Granth was completed with the Grace of 
the God on Baisakhl 25, Samvat 1 788 (April, 1 735 A.D.). 

The main text of the scripture recorded in this blr starts right 
from the Mul Mantra followed by the bani of * Jap JT' (moming 
prayer of the Sikhs). There are some specific features of this Granth 
which are also commonly found in the early bus of the Sikh scripture. 
The Chhaiit of Mahala 5, in Rag Ram Kall-jhunjhanra gao sakhl... 
has been recorded (folio 398b). The pada (hymn) of MTra Bal in 
Rag Maru-man hamara badhio mal.. is present in this blr (folio 
475a). The pada of Surdas in Rag Sarang-Chhad man Har (i) 
bahnukhan kau sang is written on folio 534b. The Sawayyas of 
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Bhatts composed in euology of Mahala 2, are attributed to Bhatt 
Talh (folio 577a). The ban! of Mahala 9, is included in this Granth 
(folios 587-588). But salok number 56 of Mahala 9 is attributed to 
Mahala 10, Sri Guru Gobind Singh JI (folio 588). 

The Bhog of the Granth at Mundavani Mahala 5 is given on 
folio 587. The Rag Mala is recorded on folio 590. Some extra ban! 
is also recorded in this Granth i.e. Ratan Mala 1 is recorded on folio 
588. Haqiqat Rah Mukam Shivnabh KT is given on folio 590a. The 
Siahl ki bidhT is noted after a Mahgal on the last page of this 
manuscript (folio 590b). The name of the scribe is not mentioned. It 
is evident from the contents of the text of the ban! incorporated in 
this manuscript that this Granth pertains to be a copy of Bhal Banno 
VaU bir.
